It 
spreads from the edges usually 
where the skin is moist and 
warm, the otter skin peels off 
leaving a reddish raw surface 
which burns and itches and 
hurts. It may spread over the 
sole of the foot and over the 
sides and top. Where it is on 
the sole of the foot it burrows 
deeper and the skin may crack 
and form dry hard scales which 
peel off leaving a red tender sur-

tT IS common on the hands, 

particularly on the palms, ind 
in the groin, under the arm pits 
and under the breasts, as it 
flourishes on moist, warm sur- 
faces which are not readily 
cleansed. It should be prevented 
or cured by keeping all such 
places well cleaned and as dry 
us possible. Persons whose hands 
and feet prespire freely should 
bathe them very often and keep 
thern as dry ¢s possible. To aid 
in keeping the surface dry a 
powder composed of zinc oxide 
and sterch may be used. oaking 
the feet in a solution of 1 to 
500) permanganate of potash 
also helps to prevent sweating. 


HE patient having athelete's 
foot should not frequent pub- 
lic bathing pools or shower baths 
as the disease is carried by direct 
contact and any person whose 
feet comes in contact with the 
surface on which you have walk- 
ed is very likely to contract it. 
i you have the disease, bathe 
frequently, keep the infected 
, parts dry, go barefoot if possible, 
and use a preparation, recom- 
mended by Whitfield, contain- 
ing 2 parts of salicylic acid, 4 
parts af benzoic acid, in 30 parts 
of bland ointment. This prepar- 
ation can be applied daily for 
several weeks without producing 
irritation. After the infected 
part is apparently cured careful 
watching and treatment should 
be continued, as the infection is 
very likely to return.

It 
can pnssibly i:« overcome by eat- 
ing @ very minute quantity of 
pineapple, no more than enough 
ro cause a little nausea, gradu- 
a'ty increasing the amount taken 
each day or every few days, never 
enough to make you sick until 
you have gradually built up an 
i. munity to the trouble.

In the case of freckles it is 
also wise for you to use a light 
ereeam foundation under your 
nvowder and to wear a hat when 
you are in the sun, toe prevent 
more freckles making their ap- 
pearance from time to time. The 
treatment that 1 have given you 
1s the simplest and safest that 
you can use. Be very, very care- 
ful about using the creams ad- 
vertised for banishing freckles. 


They ave sometimes fakes—and 
sometimes such strong prepara- 
tions that they cause the skin 
{o peel and leave it sore ond ha- 
ble to infection. Better take 
your bleaching slowly and safe- 
ly! 


One of my readers, P. M., who 
asks about a bleach for her dis- 
colo:ed neck, adds, “My face 
sometimes turns yellow, oo, but 
usually it is all rieht. I have 
tried using lemon juice on my 
neck, but it doesn’t seem tg help. 
My neck is also thin and scrag- 
sly, but it is the ugly color that 
worries me most.” 

The fact that P. M.'s face fre- 
quently becomes yellow and sal- 
lew would indicate that the 
scrawny, discolored neck is 
probably caused from some mi- 
nor physical trouble that needs 
acjusting. She should see a 
Goctor if possible and check up 
cn her diet to see that it is well 
balanced and healthful—also she 
should see that she is getting 
enough fresh air and exercise. 

I would sugest that she use 
the yeast moistened with a little 
witch hazel as a masque for her 
face, too, as it will clear up such 
blemishes as sallowness, oiliness 
and blackheads. The internal 
cause of the sallowness must be 
removed before local treatments 
will be completely successful. 
Yeast eaten will sometimes act 
as a beneficial tonic and regula- 
tor and will helo clear the skin. 

ANSWER TO QUERY 


“Dear Miss Hunt: Please 
tell me how to get rid of 
cnicken pox scars. I have a 


very clear white complexion if 
it only wasn’t marred by a few 
scars.

d. Sometimes plastic Sur- 
can make the scars less 
enspicuous, but this operation 
is expensive and the results are 
eneertuin, Try to conceal your 
scars as much as_ possible by 
using a tinted foundation cream 
aud powdering over it. 


The Care of Feet ~ 
Is Most Important 


For tired, swollen feet, lemon 
juice sprinkled freely into the 
water is a means of alleviation. 
An easier way to apply is to cut 
a lemon in half and rub the 
soles of the feet with it. Or, 
take two quarts of cold water 
and add one tablespoon of bay 
rum and two tablespoons of am- 
monia. The feet should’ be 
soaked in this for ten minutes, 
throwing the water upward to 
the knees. Rub dry with a crash 
tcwel, and the tired feeling will 
be gone. 

If the feet are very tender. 
they may be rubbed with alcohol 
or equal parts of alcohol and 
witch hazel. . 

Warm salt water is also very 
easeful for tired feet and is es- 
pecially useful for reducing the 
congestion in swollen feet.

Yasty Dishes for Today 


LUNCH COOKIES 
EASILY BAKED 


By JUDITH WILSON 
UMMER baking is apt to con- 


fine itself! to such simple 
swects aS cookies — but who 
cares? Grown-uvs and children 
alike are tempted by a_ full 
cookie jar both for the in-be- 
{ween meal smack with a cool 
drank or for a lignt dinner or 
luncheon dessert. The home- 
maker enjoys making them be- 


cause they are so easy to mix 
and can be baked in fifteen min- 
utes or less, so there is no ex- 
cuse to get the kitchen over- 
heated on a warm day. 

Summer Cookies 


There are two kinds of sum- 
mer favorites in the cookie fam- 
ily. The first choice is probably 
the so-called icebox cookies, the 
dough of which is turned from 
the mixing bowl onto a sheet of 


waxed paper and then shaped 
loosely with the hands. The 
dough is then rolled and shaped 
more carefully and firmly. It is 
put into the refrigerator to chill 
evernight or until firm. The 
dough can then be cut into very 
thin slices and baked fresh when 
needed. Five to ten minutes is 
usually all the baking they re- 
suire. These delicate, crispy 
cookies can be served warm or 
coid with cool drinks or with 
frozen desserts. 

The second summer favorite is 
a richer, thicker cookie, more On 
the order of a cake, often con- 
taining fruits and nuts. The 
dough for this type of cookie is 
beaten up in a jitty whenever 
needed, and the thick mixture 
dropped from a spoon onto an 
oiled cookie sheet. Since these 
cookies spread some when cook- 
ing, it is often necessary to have 
the dough very thick, and the 
cookies should be placed about 
two inches apart on the baking 
sheet. The drop ccokies must 
be baked all at once, however. 
since the dough will not keep. 
The baked cookies keep well in 
the cookie jar though—if you 
can manage to hide the jar! 


Peanut Butter Cookies 


Here is the recipe for the pea- 
nut butter cookies in the first 


menu. Sift together two cups of 
flour. three teaspoons baking 
powder, and one-half teaspoon 


salt. Add two cups of bran and 
mix well. Cream together one- 
half cup butter or other shart- 
ening and one-half cup peanut 
butter, then add a little at a 
time one-half cup brown sugar 
and one and one-half cups of 
granulated sugar. 4£dd*two well- 
beaten eggs and mix and then 
add the flour gradually, mixing 
thoroughly. Shape into rolls, 
wrap in waxed paper and chill. 
Cut into one-quarter inch slices. 
and bake in a hot oven for eight 
minutes or until done. This 
recipe makes about six dozen 
cookies. 
Pecan Cakes 


The pecan cakes are rich and 
delicately fiavored. Good look- 
ing, too, with their little pin- 
wheel design of nuts on each 
one. Cream one-half pound of

Trust Fund Shortage 
Causes J. W. Neal to Sue 
National City Bank 


HE suit of John W. Neal 

against the National City 
Bank is probably going to be 
famous. Mr. Neal was a wealthy 
man of mature years in Houston, 
‘Texas, who made a large fortune 
in disposing of oil lands to the 
bly co:porations.dealing therein 
He had severai grandchildren, 
and he thought it would be wise 
to establish a trust fund for 
them. He did so, with the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, 
to the extent of more than a 
million doilars. 

He now declares that the trust 
fund is six hundred thousand 
dollars short, owing to securities 
put into it by the National City 
Bank through its affiliate the 
National City Company which 
lost that much of their value. 
The bank replies that it was 
empowered by Mr. Neal to use 
its best Judgment. 

In very early times in England 
there were the usual courts ol 
the King which heard disputes 
over land and other valuable and 
criminul charges. The king had 
also a Lord High Chancellor, 
always an eeclesiastic, who ad- 
vised him on various matters. 
but who, at first, did not deal 
with the law. The only exception 
wis that the clerks of the Chan- 
cellor had charge of the various 


writs, or the legal papers that 
started the different kinds of 
suits before the judges and a 


litigant went to them and got 
his specific writ, according as he 
thought he had a grievance. 

But the Lord Chancellor was 
th keeper of the King’s con- 
science. It was the King’s duty, 
of course, to see Justice done. So 
if 2 man had what he thought 
was a real grievance, and there 
Wus nothing about it in the .aw, 
he went straight to the Chan- 
cellor and asked him to tell the 
Kins that his conscience was in- 
volved unless the Chancellor 
looked into the matter. 

The Chancellor began to do 
this more and more, and finally, 
regitarly there grew up in Eng- 
lish speakiny jurisprudence, what 
is known a; equity. Finally there 
came to be Lord High Chan- 
cellors who were laymen. Sir 
Thomas More was one, in the 
reion of Henry the Eighth, under 
the humbler title of Lord High 
Chancelior to James First, but 
the system was chaotic until, 
after the restoration c«”° the 
Stuarts in 1669, a certai.: Earl 
of Nottingham formulated equity 
into a system. In England, and 
in all of the American states 
except New Jersey, equily and 
law are blended and admin- 
istered by the same courts. 
NO’ one of the principles 

early enunciated by the Lord 
High Chancellor way back under 
Piantagenet Kings, wes that 
under certain circumstances 4 
man is a trustee: and whether 
he is a trusteee by direct ap- 
pointment or by this kind of im- 
plication, he can never derive 
advantage to himself by dealing 
with the trust to its disadvan- 
tage. 

This is the broad and very 
ancient principle which Mr. Neal 
of Houston, invokes. The old 
Chancellors went through the 
technicalities straight to the ac- 
tual facts. So Mr. Neal says that 
when the National City Bank 
acted through its affiliate it was 
still, according to the old Bishops 
who acted as Chancellors, acting 
itself; and the affiliate could not, 
through the bank, put securities 
for its own profit into a trust 
fund committed to the Bank. If 
the securities declined, it was 
the misfortune of the bank, and 
not of the trust fund. 

It will be enlightening to see 
if this old rule, when law was 
supposed to be administered by 
the King in person, advised by 
his Bishops skilled in matters of 
conscientious dealings between 
man and man, survives down 
into modern days of High Fi- 
nance, with national banks and 
affiliated corporations floating 
securities. Mr. Neal, of Houston, 
says it does. The highest courts 
probably will decide. There are 
thousands who are_ interested 
personally, like Mr. Neal and his 
grandchildren; all will be inter- 
ested to see if the point of view 
of conscience in the law has 
changed.
